NOVELTY (NY Claim 13 

None of the citations disclose a method for determining the antioxidant status and/or capacity to moderate 
oxidative stress by contacting the sample with a fluorescing porphyrin compoimd. 

The closest prior art is Dl which discloses the use of phosphorescent porphyrin compoionds for imaging 
molecular oxygen. Claim 13 is directed at a kit of components intended for iise in the method of claims 1 or 6 
but is not considered to be strictly limited to being used only in these methods and the feature of a relevant set of 
instructions is not considered as a feature that can convey novelty. D4 discloses the components of the claimed 
kit including fluorescing porphyrins such as tetraphenylporphyrin, although the intended use is different. It is 
therefore considered that claim 13 lacks novelty in the light of D4. 

) INVENTIVE STEP (IS) Claim 13 

No single document or obvious combination of documents suggested the invention claimed in claims 1-12. 
Claim 13 lacks an inventive step for the reasons given above. 
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
